WASHINGTON, July 20-- 


(AP)—Forseeing a crisis in 
the recovery program unless 
popular purchasing power is 
stepped up to keep pace with 
rising prices, industrial admin- 
istrator Hugh S. Johnson to- 
day perfected the plan for na- 
tionwide adoption of mini- 
mum wages and working hour 
limitations. 


Only approval by President Roo- 
sevelt awaits promulgation of the 
drastic proposition and Johnson was 
ready to seek that before the day 
is out. The plan would be volun- 
tary, with reliance on pressure of 
public opinion to get industrial and 
business concerns into line. 
Making the rounds of hearings 
:intt held on proposals for specific 
codes to raise wages and restrict 
working time. Johnson 
told 
the 
crowded meetings we are "emerg- 
ing from the depths but not from 
the dangers" of 
depression. 
He 
warned insistently that wages must 
keep step with rising prices, going 
so far in talking to a hotel session 
on the code proposed for the wom- 
enn'i coat and suit industry to 
warn that a crisis is faced within 
the next month or two in bringing 
buying power to a par with ascend- 
ing cost of things. 


A Right to Be Encouraged. 
"We have a right to be encouraged 
about this law; it works," Johnson 
said. 
"As I see it there are now two 
main 
problems—some device to 
bring in the unorganized classes and 
this question of prices going too 
far ahead of consuming power. The 
operation of this law has been an 
insoiring thing." 
Extreme precautions were taken 


by Johnson and his aides to sur- 
round the ("blanket" plan with sec- 
recy until President Roosevelt actu- 
ally has approved. 
Especially guarded were the forms 


by which employers are to signify 
their participation in the program, 
the actual terms described therein

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BANK MAY 


PLEDGE ASSETS 
FOR CITY MONEY 
Decision In Aurora Case 


Upheld By Supreme 


Court. 


State banks may pledge their as- 


sets as security for deposits of cities 
of the second class, the Supreme 
court held Thursday in an opinion 
on an Aurora case in which a num- 
ber of other Nebraska cities were 
Interested. 
The state banking department 
contended that a state bank has no 
power to pledge its assets to secure 
the deposit of a city of the second 
class nor has the city power to re- 
ceive such a pledge. 
When the Fidelity State bank at 
Aurora closed in 1032. the city had 
on deposit $29,357. The bank 
had 
posted $17,000 of its assets with the 
Federal Reserve bank at Omaha as 
security for the city deposits. E. H. 
Luikart, as receiver for the bank, 
contended that these assets should 
be turned over to him for distribu- 
tion among all the depositors. The 
city won its contention in District 
court that it was entitled to 
the 
assets and the Supreme court has 
now sustained that decision. 
The Supreme court points out 
that It is admitted the legislatrue 
may provide for pledging of secur- 
ities. There is a law providing for 
such protection of state and county 
deposits and of deposits of cities of 
the first class. No specific statute 
provides for second class cities. 


While the court holds that banks 
are only authorized to pledge col- 
lateral assets for the securitv of de- 
posits when authorized to do so by 
law, it finds a section of 
the 
statutes governing this case. This is 
a provision which authorizes banks 
to pledge assets for security of such 
deposits by contract. Such a con- 
tract was made by the Aurora bank 
and city and is binding on both 
parties.

Property To Force 


Increase. 


Fire Department Funds 


Are Overdrawn By 


$20,000. 


An average reduction of about 12 


per cent in the valuation of Lincoln 
property, will help the taxpayers but 
little when it comes to paying city 
taxes for 1933-34. it was brought out 
at a meeting of the city council as a 
board of equalization Wednesday 
afternoon. In almost the proportion 
that the valuations have been cut, 
the levy will be increased with the 
result that it is expected the total 
for all purposes will be 8'.3 rriills. 
On the basis of the total assessed 
valuation as returned by the county 
aassessor on real estate, the city will 
raise $553,000 for the coming year's 
operating expenses, on a levy or 7=4 
mills Bonds that must be paid, to- 
gether with the prinicipal and in- 
terest on other obligations and the 
Judgments, will bring the total to 
about 8% mills For the year closing 
Sept. 1. the amount levied for oper- 
ating expenses was $612,000. 


Fire Department Overdrawn. 


Discussion of the 1933-34 budget 
Thursday brought out that the fire 
department has overdrawn its ac- 
count approximately $20,000. On the 
other hand, the street department 
has saved about an equal amount. 
The saving. Commissioner Bair de- 
clared is the result of the careful 
attention given to his work by John 
Wright, while he was superintend- 
ent. 
The excess expenditures In the 


fire department are due to a sharp 
falling off in tax collections for 
the year, and compensating cuts 
not being made from the time It 
was learned that the cash was not 
coining in. Other departments are 
running about even or below their 
funds. 


Monday the council expects to 
approve a resolution requiring all 
employes receiving $1,000 a year or 
more to take a week's vacation 
without pay. The resolution will 
deduct three days' pay the first 
week in August, and three more 
the last week. Janitors will not be 
included in the order. 
A second resolution to be ap- 
proved Monday will reduce the pay 
of inspectors and nurses in the 
health department, effective July 1. 


Valuations Changed. 


The board of equalization changed 
a number of valuations made by 
Tax Commissioner Mathews. Except 
for one case several years ago, the 
tax commissioner's valuations had 
never before been altered. Changes 
made Wednesday follow:

24 Ships Come, Flying 
Upset in Wall Street 
Repeal Seems Certain 
By ARTHUR BRISBANE 


As this is .written, General Bal- 


bo with his 24 seaplanes comes 
roaring down the 
Hudson river, 


past the giant skyscrapers of Man- 
hattan, to his landing place near 
the ocean's edge. 


High among the clouds, stretch- 


ing far up the river, you see the 
great airships in groups of three, 
flying in perfect formation. You 
know that those ships have flown 
from Italy to Chicago by a route 
longer than 6,000 miles, have flown 
yesterday in a 
few hours 
from 
Chicago to New York and will soon 
fly back to Italy. 
What a glory for Italy, what a 
tribute to the skill and discipline 
of her fjiers. 
There is no other 


flying fleet to compare with it. 
Congratulations to Mussolini, Bal- 
bo and the great Italian nation. 


If General Balbo would take bis 


24 seaplanes on to Washington, fly 
around the war and navy build- 
ings, and let as many as can real- 
ize that it is possible to send a 
fleet of ships on a peaceful or hos- 
tile errand across the Atlantic to 
the United States now, he would 
do this country a favor. 
We are still treating airships as 
"an auxiliary" of floating 
ships 
and marching soldiers, which is 
purest idiocy. 


When it is possible to send 24 
ships, each of which could carry 
explosive bombs and 
poisonous 
gas, in military formation, • 6,000 
miles, with power to destroy in- 
land cities at the end of the trip, 
what is the use of talking about 
any kind of war except war from 
the air? 


Greece will remark that Gener- 
al Balbo bad to proceed cautious- 
ly. Of course he did, in peace 
tune. 
But in war, instead of sending 


24 planes, one thousand would be 
sent and if half 
or 
three-quar- 
ters of them were wrecked on the 
way, that would make no differ- 
ence. There would be enough left 
And no one counts the cost in 
money or life in war. 
And no one could count 
the 
cost in life or indemnity to this 
country if a 
hostile 
air 
fleet 
should reach our shores and divid- 
ing, bombard our principal cities.

Court Says Brown Coun- 


ty Man Cannot Collect 


On Claims. 


Dillon Judgment

Reversed. 


Harold O. Woods, treasurer ol 


Brown county, stands to lose $22,- 
016 as a result of a Supreme court 
decision Thursday that the county 
Is not liable for 216 salary claims 
assigned to him. These claims were 
paid out of county sinking funds 
by Woods and his predecessor. 
Thj general fund of Brown coun- 


ty was so depleted that county of- 
ficials were unable to draw 
their 
salaries. The treasurer had a large 
sum of money In sinking funds be- 
longing to the various 
subdlvions 


available at that time. The com- 
missioners and the treasurer 
ar- 
ranged that the salary claims would 
be assigned to the treasurer, who 
would pay them out of the sinking 
funds, and carry them as cash. The 
understnading was that the county 


board would allow the claims when- 
ever the proper funds were avail- 
able. 


When Woods took office in 1931 
the previous treasurer, A. D. Klrk- 
patrick. held $13.779 of such claims 
and Woods continued the practice 
until the total amounted to $22,016 
State examiners made no criticism 
of 
the practice until June, "931 


when they ordered It stopped. Tne 
treasurer then /iled the assigned 
claims 
with the 
county 
board 
which rejected tnem. The District 
court upheld this refusal to allow 
the claims. 
The Supreme court comments on 
the fact that the county did not liie 
a brief upholding its contentions 
"We think that a case involving so 
important a question of expenditure 
of public funds, as the one at issue 
in this case, is deserving of some 
attention on the part of the county 
of Brown," the court declares. 
The court holds that the treas- 
urer's action 
was "clearly illegal 
and without color of authority and 
an attempt to exercise independent 
powers in regard to the payment ol 
claims." The court says mat since 
there is no issue as to liability ol 
the treasurer to the county for pay- 
ment of claims, it expresses no 
opinion on this point.

SUPREME COURT 


GIVES OPINION 
IN SALARY CASE 


Tells Why Stipends May 


Not Be Changed 


During Term. 


Says Provision of Con- 


stitution Is Very 


Explicit. 


Reasons why the Supreme court 


finds that salaries of constitutional 
state officers are not reduced Im- 
mediately ar« found in an opinion 
released Thursday. 


The court's ruling on the question 
was anounced previously, but the 
opinion, which is "by the 
court" 
rather than on* individual judge as 
is customary, was not given until 
Thursday The question came before 
the court in the test case brought by 
State Railway Commissioner C. A. 
Dandall to collect his $5,000 a year 
salary. The legislature cut this to 
$3,400. 
The Supreme court holds that the 
constitutional prohibition 
against 


changing the salary of a constitu- 
tional officer during his term of 
office is "explicit and unambiguous." 
"The provision against increasing 


or decreasing the salary of a public 
officer during his term of office has 
found a place in the constitution of 
many of our states, for it has been 
demonstrated over and over that, 
unless the power to change salaries 
of public officers during their term 
was taken from the 
legislature. 


much of the valuable time of that 
body would be consumed in so do- 
ing," the court holds. 
Purpose Set Out. 


The purpose of the constitutional 


limitation, the court believes, is that 
"such officers, upon assuming public 
duties will receive as compensation 
for such services the amounts fixed 
at the time the duties are com- 
menced, and that they will clearly 
understand that such compensation 
cannot be increased during their 
term of office, nor may it be de- 
creased without conflicting with the 
clear intent and meaning of 
the 


constitutional provision which we 
are considering." 
Not only are court cases quoted 
in support of the opinion, but also 
the political theories of Alexander 
Hamilton, 
Woodrow Wilson 
and 
James Wilson are expressed in out- 
lining the division of powers under 
our system of government.

THE KANSAS TRUCK LAW. 
r 


WOULD seem that the reciprocal truck agree- 
ment tentatively entered Into by representatives 


of Kansas and Nebraska has all of the element* of 
fairness and that it should be fully ratified by the 
executives of the two states. It permit* farm owned 
trucks carrying the products of their owners to op- 
erate in the neighboring state without paying any 
fees and it also permits any truck carrying farm 
products in the raw the 
same exemptions. Mer- 


chants or tradesmen may operate their own trucks, 
delivering their own goods, anywhere within twen- 
ty-five miles of their home towns. This seems to 
be all that could reasonably be asked. 


The purpose of the Kansas law and the idea of 


the officials of that state -is to compel commercial 
truckers, who are common carriers for hire, and 
whose domiciles are in other states, to pay their 
share for the privilege of doing business in Kansas. 
It is not the intention to prevent neighborly trading 
across the imaginary line which divides the two 
states, but it was probably Inevitable that some mis- 
understandings and hard feelings should have arisen 
at the time Kansas started putting its new law into 
effect. 


The principle upon which the Kansas statute Is 


based is sound and equitable, and is a step toward 
putting all common carriers upon an equality. States 
require railroad companies to pay taxes not only on 
then- rights of vay and terminals, but upon all of 
their rolling stock and other equipment used with- 
in the boundaries of the various 
commonwealths. 


Furthermore, those which use gasoline to operate 
motor trains must pay the same tax on that fuel 
as though their cars were operated upon the high- 
ways which the states construct and maintain.

Barley Suffers Least of All. 


Barley showed the least decline 


of all grains because it was limited 
to a 5-cent loss by a rule estab- 
lished yesterday. Trading in that

Rye was the worst sufferer, the 


September delivery dropping from 
93% to 67 cents. More than 7 cents 
of this decline was recorded after 
trading ceased.

challengers for his laurels. 
And the Dempsey fighting style 
was quite as revolutionary as his 
drawing power.

boxers of the Jim Corbett, Jack 
McAuliffe type — the fighting

speed, ring craft and ability to 
land a blow without taking one 
in return—had their day, but 
when Dempsey came, the lid was

stead, dissipation soon robs him 
of his health, the fortune he has 
earned with his fists has slipped 
through his fingers and he takes 
his place in history as just an- 
other goof. 
Unless every sign reads wrong, 
there's be no hat-passing, no 
benefit bouts for the purpose of 
lending that "helping hand" to 
John Dempsey. The man has his 
roll salted away to the form of 
an invested fund which earns an 
annual income insuring him \ 
life of luxurious ease.

Three separate outbreaks of panicky 
selling of speculative holdings ol wheat 
took place, one at the opening, another 
about noon and a third Just before the 
market closed. The severest break in any 
delivery of wheat was In S-.-ptembcr con- 
tracts, a loss of 17 cents compared with 
yesterday. 
Coincident with the latest downward 
plunge of the grain markets were reports 
that the administration was considering 
measures for the regulation of the coun- 
try's exchanges. 
Wheat closed excited, at prices ranging 


from the day's bottom figures to 3'/t cents 
above.

In wildly tumultous trading, wheat to- 


day started unchanged to 5 cents lower, 
and then rallied to jesterday's closing 
ligures. 
Buying on setbacks was ba;ed 


largely on assertions of trade leaders that 
yesterday's drastic fall of prices had to a 
great extent corrected overbought market 
conditions. 
Opening unchanged to 5 cents off. wheat 


quickly declined all around, but almost at 
once began to climb upward. Corn started 
% to 2y< cents lower, and then advanced 
swiftly to well aboove the previous day's 
last quotation. 
Belore rebounding, May wheat sold down 
to $1.10%. an extreme overnight drop of 
3'i cents a bushel, and 18'/i cents under 
the record high point reached two days 
ago. On the ensuing upturn, the market 
soon scored gains of more than 2 cents 
over yesterday's close. 
About mid-session, all indications were 
that the storm of liquidating sales in the 
grain pits was practically at an end. At 
this stage, the markets had apparently 
returned to a normal condition, with trad- 
ers' confidence improving, and attention 
being erven to usual market factors. As 
a rule, the various cersals were pivoting 
at a little above yesterday's close. 
During the excitement in wheat, rye. 


corn and oats had a range of about 3'/i 
cents 
A cross section of the market after mid- 
cession showed wheat varying from ',j cent 
decline to !'/« cent advance, compared with 
yesterday's finish, and corn unchanged to 
1 cent higher. 
The advance stopped for the time hems 
at SI. 16 for May wheat, a rise of 3 cents a 
bushel over last night. July wheat, which 
had fallen to $1.00 at todny's opening, 
rose almost 6 cents. Reactions amounted 
to 2 cents in a few minutes, and the mar- 
ket swung nervously, trade continuing on 
a big scale. 
Going hand In hand with today's ad- 
vances in grain values were Washington 
reports quoting high government officials. 
unnamed as saying that before the ad- 
ministration would allow reactions In se- 
curity and commodity markets to endan- 
ger national recovery it would use the 
inflationary power authorized by the last 
sessions of congress. It was pointed out 
that tile president could cut the 
gold 
content of the dollar or authorize the 
coinage of silver or require reserve banks 
to buy government securities directly from 
thn traders.

TARIFF FIGHT 


Producers Seek to Place 


Livestock Industry on 


Sound Basis. 


CHICAGO, 
July 
20-VP)— Live- 


stock producers of the corn b;lt 
states met for the first time today 
with the meat packers in a confer- 
ence intended to place the entire in- 
dustry, from barnyard to butcher 
shop, on a sound economic basis. 


Dr. A. O. Black, corn nnd hog ad- 


ministrator for the secretary of ag- 
riculture, called the meeting as an 
outgrowth of a conference of pro- 
ducers at Des Moines, la, earlier 
this week. 


"We will have no discussion at 
the present meeting," Dr. Black 
said, "of the limiting of production 
as provided by the 
federal farm 
act. A trade agreement for the in- 
dustry is our first objective." 


The result of such an agreement, 


Dr. Black said, would be elevation 
of the price paid the farmers for 
their livestock. It was understood 


, the producers would demand inclu- 
sion in the agreement of a provi- 
sion covering the price to be paid 
by processors to the farmers. 
Representing the farmers was a 


subcommittee named a.t the Des 
Moines meeting and composed of 
Roswell Garst, Iowa farm leader; 
Earl C. Smith, president of the Illi- 
nois agricultural association; Ed- 
ward A. O'Neal, president of the 
National Farrn, bureau, and C. V. 
Gregory of Chicago, editor «f the 
Prairie Farmer. 
Farmers' Program. 
In the Des Moir.es meeting, the 


producers organized the national 
corn-hog conference and mapped a 
program for increasing prices 
by 
compulsory reduction of production 
with bounties to be paid farmers 
from 
funds raised by processing 


taxes. 
Representatives of meat processors 
at the 
meeting included W. W. 
Woods of the institute of American 
Meat Packers; Thomas E. Wilson, 
Chicago packer; John W. Rath.

LONDON July 20—(AP)—Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull was de- 
scribed in high American circles to- 
day as making a vigorous fight be- 
hind the scenes of the world eco- 
nomic conference to preserve the

principles 
of President 
Roosevelt's truce on tariff changes. 
Strong opposition was said to 
have been encountered in British 
and European gold standard coun- 
tries, and American adherence is ex- 
pected to be continued only with 
reservations allowing for such ad- 
vances in tariff schedules as may be 
necessarv under the recovery and 
farm acts. 
Hull, chief of the American dele- 
gation, is determined, however, that 
the truce idea shall not be per- 
mitted to be discarded. After being 
advanced bv the American admin- 
istration the armistice was made ef- 
fective at the beginning of the con- 
ference July 12 and was to be ex- 
tended through the period of the 
parley.

Conference leaders were said au- 
thoritatively to have determined to 
form a permanent body to keep the 
conference alive in London during 
the recess which begins July 27.
